Enemy drive continues 
Ulster violence increases 


SAIGON (UPI)—North Vietnamese infantry with 
heavy artillery support broke through a corner of 
South Vietnam s northern defense line below the 
Demilitarized Zone <DMZ) today, driving government 
troops out of three more bases. Two bases fell 
Thursday. 


The North Vietnamese also sent a unit of unknown 
size 15 miles southward where it hit the big Quang Tri 
military base with 200 rounds of m ortar fire tonight. 
U.S. helicopters flown there Thursday to help the 
defenders took off and attacked the mortar bases with 
unknown results. 
The Communists also attacked six government 


bases in the Central Highlands 280 miles north of 
Saigon and 200 miles below the DMZ action, and a U.S. 
spokesman said the Communists had shot down four 
U.S. helicopters in the area since Tuesday, killing one 
American. 
The fighting below the DMZ was described as the 
heaviest in four years, and an American officer said, 
i t looks like the start of a pretty big offensive up 
there. I expect them to keep it up for quite awhile.’ 
Other officers said they expected the fighting to get 
worse but they said it was too early to say whether the 
battles marked the start of a long-expected major 
offensive. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (U PI)—The man that 
Britain appointed to run Northern Ireland for the next 
year took over his post today to the background of 
increased violence that left a housewife dead and 33 
persons injured. 


William Whitelaw. newly named secretary of state 
for Northern Ireland, arrived Thursday to take up his 
duties. As he arrived. 16.500 British troops —to be 
bolstered by 600 more within 24 hours —readied for 
possible Easter weekend trouble.

Whitelaw arrived hours after a bill ending 51 years 
of Protestant rule in Northern Ireland became law. 
Britain announced a week ago it was assuming direct 
control over the province because of 31 months of the 
violence between its one million protestants and 
500.000 Roman Catholics which has claimed nearly 300 
lives. 
There was a renewed flurry of bombings and 
shootings Thursday that killed one person and injured 
at least 33 others, five of them seriously.

Gregory, an employe of the Gregory Travel Agency in 
Merced, was arrested at his home Thursday by F B I agents 
who said he is the mysterious “ Marty" who attempted to 
extort $64.000 from the airline on Aug. 24. 1970 and $125,000 
this month. 
Gregory was held in the Merced County jail charged with 
six counts of violating the Federal Extortion Statute and 
the Hobbs At“t,^which covers interference with interstate 
commerce through threats. 
An affidavit filed by FBI agent Charles N. Hiner said that 
in 1970 the airline’s San Francusco office received a 
cassette recording in the mail from a man who identified 
himself as “ Marty" demanding $64,000 cash, or Airwest 
planes would be sabotaged.

Marriage market flourishing in Gay Paris 


By ROSETTE HARGROVE 


PARIS—(NEA)—The mar­ 
riage market is flourishing 
in Paris and the score or so 
of marriage bureaus — all 
perfectly legal and orthodox 
—are not a bit worried by 
the competition of "love 
computers.” 
Madame Desachy. a viva­ 
cious 50-plus, is the owner 
of an establishment listed 
first in the Paris telephone 
book. She started her firm 
15 years ago when her own 
marriage went on the rocks. 
She claims she has arranged 
literally thousands of mar­ 
riages in that lapse of time. 


"without counting the cou­ 
ples who have married with­ 
out telling us.” 
Who are her clients? They 
come mainly from the pro­ 
fessional class — lawyers, 
professors, magistrates, doc­ 
tors. higher civil servants 
and successful but o v e r­ 
worked businessmen. The 
stress of modern life leaves 
many of these responsible 
men too tired to go out in 
the evening and lead a social 
life. On the distaff side Ma­ 
dame Desachy counts many 
air hostesses as clients. 
"However attractive they 
may be. if thev do not marry 


a pilot, they do not find it so 
easy to acquire an accepta­ 
ble husband — even though 
they are by no means as 
flighty as they have so often 
been represented,” she said 
It ail boils down to the fact 
that hostesses in general 
meet many rich and desir­ 
able men who are either 
married or just looking for 
an adventure. 
Other candidates for mar­ 
ried bliss are pinups, models 
and cover girls. They, too, 
find plenty of men to flirt 
with, who like to be seen 
with them, but not to marry. 
"Men often have a com­ 
plex about these beautiful 
creatures,” Madame Desa­ 
chy said. In recent years 
successful career women 
have come to her to find an 
acceptable husband. 
Regarding age groups, her 
records show that 30 per 
cent of her clients are wom­ 
en younger than 30. Thirty 
per cent are middle aged 
men and women and 40 per 
cent are older than 60. Ma­ 
dame Desachy has married 
off a bachelor of 71 to a 
grandmother of 70, as well 
as five members of the same 
family. All are reported liv­ 
ing happily ever after 


Although Madame De­ 
sachy refuses to quote any 
exact fees, she says that 


they vary according to per­ 
sonality and income as well 
as the amount of work in­ 
volved. "Once in a while we 
have a case of love at first 
sight. On the other hand, 
some candidates have to be 
introduced to as many as 50 
prospects before finding the 
sister soul,” the matchmak­ 
er says. The minimum regis­ 
tration 
fee 
is 
reportedly 
about $100. 
Naturally utmost secrecy 
reigns in the precincts of 
this marriage market Fif­ 
teen secretaries are em­ 
ployed full time. Many are 
excellent psychologists. 


"Just watching a candi­ 
date fill in the entrance form 
and supplementing it with a 
few questions is usually 
enough to sum up his or her 
character,” says one em­ 
ploye. 
Of course some clients in­ 
sist on the bureau finding 
the blue-eyed brunette, or 
the tall slender reed, or the 
cuddly type. Often Madame 
Desachy says, they will hit 
it off with a person quite 
different from those specifi­ 
cations. 
"Once in awhile there are 
the old grouchers who won­ 
der why the bureau cannot 


find the 20-year-old charm­ 
ers they dream about. Even 
some of the older women 
complain when they are pre­ 
sented to men of their own 
age.” 
Names are never revealed 
until both parties have made 
up t hei r minds. The first 
meeting takes place in a con­ 
ventional F r e n c h salon 
where candidates are intro­ 
duced to each other and left 
to discuss their situations, 
hopes and dreams. 
Now Madame Desachy is 
interested in an exclusive 
club which will be sort of 
an extension of her marriage 
bureau. Already there is a 
long waiting list and appli­ 
cations are gone through 
with a fine-toothed comb. 
While this particular mar­ 
riage bureau is mainly pa­ 
tronized by the French, Ma­ 
dame Desachy sai d they 
have had several Americans 
on their lists. "An American 
likes the idea of a French 
wife, but then often the lan­ 
guage barrier interferes,” 
she says. 
In spite of the thousands 
of clients who have passed 
through her bur eau and 
found suitable partners, Ma­ 
dame Desachy admits, with 
the slightest shrug, that she 
herself has not yet found 
the "man of my life."

A fine, classic sewing de­ 
tail is showing up in better 
patterns this spring. Top- 
stitching is back in style. 
Most patterns hav e the 
topstitching line marked on 
the tissue, ready for you to 
trace onto the fabric. 
A new and very accurate 
aid is a bright yellow roll of 
tape called Tape St itch, 
whi ch is perforated and 
marked to guide you in all 
kinds of topstitching — par­ 
allel rows, curved lines, 
even zipper insertions. Top­ 
stitching is usually done %* 
inch to ^-inch from a fin­ 
ished edge, as a collar, cuff 
or pocket; and %-ineh or 
less from a seam edge. If 
topstitching is to go through 
more than one layer of fab­ 
ric, baste the layers together 
to prevent slipping. Place 
tape, adhesive side down, 
with one edge along seam- 
line, separated to desired 
topstitching width. Stitch 
right along edge of tape and 
remove tape after stitching. 
For topstitching on the out­ 
side of a garment, use but­ 
tonhole twist with a No. 18 
needle to your upper thread.

Clesson sets sight on pros

Every kid dreams of becoming a big league 
athlete 
But most kids kiss the idea goodbye as soon as 
they realize what the odds are against making it to 
the big time, and the degree of skill necessary. 
Jim Clesson tucked the idea into a secure corner 
of his mind at an early age. After playing four 
years at Cabrillo High, two at Hancock, and two at 
Tulsa University, the idea is still there. 
It would seem natural for Jim to harbor such 
lofty ambitions had he been a seven-foot giant or an 
all-American at Tulsa 


He was neither. He's an almost skinny looking 6- 
1, and didn’t even start for the Golden Hurricanes 
until the last seven or eight games of his senior 
year, just completed 
But Jim Clesson can do something the pro scouts 
like — shoot a basketball They know who he is, and 
it’s almost certain that he’ll get a tryout with a pro 
club before next season. 
"T hat’s all I want, is a tryout," says Clesson, 
who is now sporting a pair of muttonchop sideburns 
that he didn’t have in his older TU publicity photos. 
“ I think I've got a pretty good chance, especially 
in the ABA with the three-point play. I like to shoot 
from out there. 
"I don’t care about the money or anything, I just 
want to see if I can make it, and I think le a n .” 
The chance to try out with the pros means a lot to 
Jim. He’s pounded a lot of basketballs over a lot of 
pavement, always with the thought of someday 
being a pro 
"I used to practice day and night," he said in a 
recent conversation at his parent’s home in Mission 
Hills 
" I ’d put lights outside and practice shooting free 
throws. BacK then I’d rather shoot than eat or 
sleep, I was that crazy about it. 1 just had a love for 
it, you know? 
"I just kept at it, and now I’ll probably get my 
chance, and I’m lucky.” 
Like the old saying: the more you practice, the 
luckier you get.

"Once I saw Tulsa, 
I was convinced

beautiful up there I’ve never been treated so nice 
as in that city." 
The Missouri Valley Conference is no patsy 
That s one reason Clesson picked it — with its 
reputation for rough style ol play, it would be a 
good training program for the pros. 
Jim didn't start in his sophomore season, 
although he showed plenty of promise His senior 
year came and he was still a well-played reserve, 
but he wasn’t concerned 
"After a while I was coming off the bench and 
scoring 20, 25 a game. It really didn't make that 
much difference whether I started or not, as long 
as I got a chance to play some 
The Golden Hurricanes started off like one. but 
went into a nosedive, and coach Hayes decided he 
could use Clesson’s shooting hand on a more 
regular basis 
Hayes may have w ished he d made the move 
sooner In one stretch as a starter.
